ARTIST Lucy Young spoke to the View from this 
week having just launched her latest collection of 
artwork at the Blue Lias Gallery in Lyme Regis. 

Having grown up in the area Lucy moved to 
London where she studied Fashion at the Univer¬ 
sity of Westminster. Despite enjoying the city 
lifestyle Lucy couldn't keep away from the coast 
and has been back in Dorset for a number of 
years now. 

Lucy now lives in Uplyme with her boyfriend 
having recently moved from Charmouth. 

Lucy's latest collection of expressionist paint¬ 
ings, entitled "Incandescent Light of Dorset's 
Coast" was launched last weekend at the Blue 
Lias Gallery, where her work has been exhibited 
for four years. Lucy is known for her seascape 
paintings and is also represented by other 
coastal-based galleries in St Ives and South 
Wales. 

For anyone interested in meeting Lucy, she will 
be painting in the Blue Lias Gallery on Saturday, 
September 25th. 


■ HAVE you always painted seascapes? 

I think because I moved back here after uni, and I have 
always stayed in coastal locations since then, it became 
a massive inspiration to me. You can’t help but be in¬ 
spired by it. I’ve painted the Cobb so many times and it 
never ceases to amaze me how beautiful this area is. 

■ WHERE are the best coastlines to paint? 

The three favourites at the moment are here in Lyme 
Regis, and right across the Dorset coast as well, up to 
Lulworth Cove. Then down to Cornwall and St Ives Bay, 
there are lots of great coastlines down there. Also the 
Gower Peninsula in South Wales, there are lots of amaz¬ 
ing features along there. 

■ ARE there any places you would like to visit and 
paint? 

I spent some time travelling around Australia and New 
Zealand and I always thought I would go back and do 
some paintings there and maybe get represented by gal¬ 
leries over there. It has always been in the back of my 
mind to go back. 

■ HOW would you describe the style of your work? 

It has sort of evolved. I’ve created this signature of iri¬ 
descence and texture. My style is not naturalistic, I try 
to capture the essence of the place. How you feel when 
you sit by the ocean, and that lovely feeling you get. It 
would probably be considered expressionist or roman¬ 
tic. 



■ WHO are the artist that influence you? 

My most recent collection is based on Michael Turner be¬ 
cause I just love the way he paints light, he is known as 
the painter of light. I get very inspired by the way he has 
used light and captured it and that is what I tried to do as 
well. I try not to follow too many artists though because 
I think it’s important to have your own style and a lot of 
people do say that I have my own style. I think that is be¬ 
cause of my conscious effort not to copy anybody else. 

■ What made you come back to Dorset? 

Well when I was doing my degree in London every week- 
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end I just wanted to get back down to the coast. I felt quite 
claustrophobic living in London, I loved the lifestyle, 
there was a lot going on but I feel most alive when I am 
stood next to the ocean and that lovely expanse of space. 
So I couldn’t wait to get back. 

■ WHAT advice would you give to young aspiring 
artists? 

When I started at university I never thought in a million 
years that I would become an artist. I never thought you 
could make a living out of it and I just thought you’ve got 
to get a job and paint on the side. It was only the confi¬ 
dence I got from when my work started to sell that I 
started to think it was something I could do for a living. 
You’ve just got to have the confidence to go out there and 
show your work. I know it’s hard because I have had gal¬ 
leries turn me down and it is heartbreaking when that hap¬ 
pens but there will be galleries that do love your work and 
who will find the clients that love it too. And there is noth¬ 
ing better than selling a painting. 

■ IS it sad to see a painting go? 

Kind of but then I think that they have obviously bought 
that because they are going to get pleasure from looking 
at it and that makes me feel great that they are filling their 
home with my work and enjoying it. Sometimes there is 
the odd painting I fall in love with and its sad to see it go. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Ruth Jones, for some dry comedy value. Maybe as her 
Nessa Character from Gavin and Stacey for part of the 
evening. The Dalai Lama, for some wisdom and inspira¬ 
tion on life and Banksy, I am intrigued to find the mystery 
behind the artist even though his style is complete oppo¬ 
site to mine.

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Council reject downgrading of mayor's role

chairman, leaving the 
mayor to “kiss babies” and 
“open fetes”. 

Committee chairman 
Owen Lovell, referring to 
a report from the town 
clerk warning against 
electing a “leader” of the 
council on advice from the 
National Association of 
Local Councils, pointed 
out that a leader had no 
more power than any other 
councillor. 

He believed the current 
system of the mayor chair¬ 
ing council meetings was 
the right one and he pro¬ 
posed that they carried on 


as they were. 

Councillor Turner said 
that a report from the town 
clerk was misleading as 
his issue was whether the 
council should be chaired 
by the mayor or chairman. 

He emphasised that he 
was not advocating abol¬ 
ishing the role of mayor. 
He believed the job of 
chairing the council could 
be done better by appoint¬ 
ing a separate chairman 
who could spend more 
time dealing with the 
major issues. By splitting 
the role the job could be 
done “properly”. 

He also pointed out that

No one replied. 

Councillor Turner: "See, silence." 


the workload could well 
increase with moves for 
more powers to be handed 
down to local councils. 

Councillor Turner also 
repeated his view that it 
would be better if the 
mayor was elected by the 
townspeople, which would 
give the mayor a “position 
of power” in the town. 
Also, he did not think the 
mayor necessarily had to 
be a councillor. 

The council’s longest- 
serving member and for¬ 
mer mayor Stan Williams 
pointed out that when local 
government was reorgan¬ 
ised in 1974 it was decided 
that the mayor would also 
be the chairman of the 
council, pointing out that 
Lyme used to be a royal 


borough. Councillor Will¬ 
iams also pointed out that 
legally it was not possible 
for the townspeople to 
elect the mayor or for a 
non-councillor to hold the 


post. Councillor Lovell 
pointed out that it would 
be a costly exercise for the 
townspeople to elect the 
mayor. 

Councillor Turner said 
this could be done at the 
same time as the four- 
yearly elections, but Coun¬ 
cillor Lovell said he would 
not be in favour of the 
mayor, even in a reduced 
role, being elected for four 
years. 

Councillor Sally Holman 
agreed with Councillor 
Turner’s view that more 
power could be handed 
down to local councils and 
that was why they had 
been reorganising their 
committee structure. 

However, she did not 
agree with creating the 
separate role of council 
chairman. 

Referring to the sugges¬ 
tion that the townspeople 
should elect the mayor, 
Councillor Ken Whetlor 
pointed out that the turnout 
at local elections was only 
about 40 per cent. With 


several candidates being 
put forward, this meant that 
the mayor could get elected 
by a figure as low as ten 
per cent of the electorate. 

He said he visited many 
towns as part of his duties 
on the National Associa¬ 
tion of Local Councils and 
most of them wished they 
had retained the role of 
mayor. 

Councillor David Cozens 
MBE said he was not 
against change but it had to 
be reasonable change and 
he questioned whether the 
town needed such a 
change. 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Michaela Ellis, wondered 
whether Councillor Turner 
envisaged the post of chair¬ 
man being a paid one. 

Councillor Williams 
stressed that the system 
adopted by the old borough 
council, with the mayor 
and committee chairmen 


controlling the meetings, 
worked well and in those 
days the council had far 
greater powers, including 
supervision of the harbour. 

The debate concluded 
with the following ex¬ 
change between Council¬ 
lor Turner and six-times 
mayor of Lyme Regis Bar¬ 
bara Austin MBE: 

Councillor Turner: “You 
can’t be chairman of the 
council and mayor and do 
the jobs properly.” 

Councillor Austin asked: 


“How come it has worked 
for all of these years 
then?”

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Youth activities a summer success 


THE summer programme of activities for young people 
in Lyme Regis was a “huge success”, says organiser Ellen 
Rooke. 

The programme included family trips to Paignton Zoo, 
Longleat Safari Park and Woodlands Adventure Park, 
sports activities, dance workshops, Fire Fit sessions and 
visits from West Dorset District Council’s Action Van. 

After reporting on the success of the programme at the 
recent Community Development Partnership Committee 
meeting, Ms Rooke, from LymeForward, said: “It shows 
me that there definitely was need for a holiday club in 
Lyme Regis, even though previous consultations have 
said otherwise.” 

She reported to councillors that the family trips had 
been “very well attended” and had resulted in a group of 
parents hoping to start up a new group to organise similar 
trips in the future. 

Ms Rooke said that the all-day activities were also very 
popular and the Team Theme sessions were fully booked.

However, Ms Rooke reported that the mobile skatepark, 
scheduled to visit the town in August, had to be cancelled. 
Despite receiving preliminary permission for the 
skatepark to be setup in Charmouth Road Car Park, Ms 
Rooke was later informed that she was unable to use any 
district council car park during the summer. 

She also said that she was unable to use Gun Cliff Walk, 
where youngsters often skate, as the district council said 
it would “encourage young people”. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said she thought the district 
council could be “very obstructive”. 

Ms Rooke said she was now looking into holding events 
for disabled children and those under five years old, as 
many parents were disappointed that the WDDC Action 
Van did not cater for pre-school children. 


Dogs welcome at public 
events in the Guildhall 

DOGS will be welcome in Lyme Regis Guildhall for wed¬ 
dings and other public events but not during meetings, 
councillors have decided. 

Town councillors considered rules on dogs in the 
Guildhall at last week's Strategy and Policy Committee 
meeting, after receiving a request to bring a dog to a 
wedding ceremony. The council previously had no rules 
regarding dogs in the Guildhall. 

It was decided that dogs would be permitted during 
wedding ceremonies and other public events, such as 
open days, but the lead council representative at the 
event will have the final word and the right to exclude 
the dog at anytime if it is disruptive. 

Councillor Ken Hitchcock said: "If you are in the middle 
of a wedding ceremony, are you really going to get up 
and throw out the dog? It's cobblers." 

Councillor Hitchcock said he was against any dogs 
being permitted in the Guildhall for any event. 

Councillor Ken Whetlor also said dogs should not be 
allowed in, except for hearing and guide dogs. 


Discover the Undercliff 

THE National Trust and Natural England will be hosting 
a family event in Lyme Regis, to help people discover the 
importance of soft cliffs as habitats for plants and ani¬ 
mals. 

There will be an opportunity to learn about the Under¬ 
cliff between Lyme Regis and Axmouth, and children will 
be able to find out what grows, crawls, walks and flies 
around the cliffs, and join in with the fun activities, in¬ 
cluding making peregrine kites and quizzes. 

A Natural England spokesperson said: "The natural 
processes of erosion are crucial to maintaining these 
unique habitats, providing ideal conditions for species 
that would find it difficult to survive elsewhere." 

The event will be held between 11am and 3pm on Sun¬ 
day, September 19th on the cliffs off Holmbush Car Park 
on Pound Street. From the car park, follow the signs 
along Pine Walk to the marquees in the National Trust 
meadow. 

All activities are free and children must be accompa¬ 
nied by an adult.

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Palmer's vision for the 
new-look Three Cups

RESIDENTS of Lyme Regis will have the chance to view 
development options for the dilapidated Three Cups 
Hotel today (Wednesday). 

The historic hotel, owned by Palmer’s Brewery, has 
stood empty in Broad Street for over 20 years. Palmers 
started to develop their plans after a controversial cam¬ 
paign to re-open the building as an hotel, led by the Save 
The Three Cups Action Group, was launched last year. 

However, Palmers have said re-opening the building as 
an hotel is not a viable option. 

Three alternative development plans will go on public 
exhibition at the Pilot Boat Inn between 12.30pm and 
9pm today. 

All three plans have the same core elements, which in¬ 
clude preserving the historic frontage of the building; a 
ground floor commercial unit at the front and additional 
units at the back; private residential units upstairs plus a 
small terrace of mews houses, which are “essential” to 
pay for the multi-million project; a re-developed passage¬ 
way from Broad Street to a new retail area behind with 
an upmarket restaurant that could attract a celebrity chef; 
and a path linking to Langmoor Gardens. 

Sunken home? 

Option A also includes a sunken home on the land be¬ 
yond the restaurant, option B includes six beach hut-style 
rooms on the land beyond the restaurant and two double 
rooms above the restaurant for letting, and option C in¬ 
cludes an enlarged restaurant and expanded terrace. 

Managing director of Palmer’s Brewery, John Palmer, 
said: “We are committed to finding a future for the site

that is both economically viable and benefits Lyme Regis. 

“In the last year we have fully investigated the possi¬ 
bility of re-opening the Three Cups building as a hotel, 
but the independent study as verified by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council’s own experts has confirmed it is an unvi- 
able proposition. 


“We have worked hard with local representatives from 
the town to find alternative ideas that will preserve the 
Three Cups building and revitalise the area. 

“Now we want to hear what everyone in Lyme thinks 
of the options so that we can choose the best scheme to 
develop further for a planning application.”

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Man taken to hospital after 
dramatic lifeboat rescue 


THREE men were rescued by Lyme Regis Lifeboat crew 
after their motorboat collided with a buoy just outside 
the town harbour. 

Two of the men clambered aboard the South Cardi¬ 
nal buoy and waited to be rescued but the third man, 
who could not swim, stayed aboard the 12-feet boat 
as it became submerged underwater. He was later 
taken to Yeovil Hospital for inhaling seawater. 

The lifeboat crew were out on an exercise when the 
alarm was raised at 9.58am on Sunday and were at the 
scene within a minute. 

First on the scene to stand by while the lifeboat crew 
arrived was the harbourmaster's 18-feet rigid inflat¬ 
able vessel with lifeboat crew member Andrew Kaye 
aboard. 

Lifeboat helmsman Brian Street said: "When we ar¬ 
rived one man was still aboard the submerged boat 
and two others had clambered on to the buoy. We 
picked up the man from the boat then the other two, 
one of whom was in obvious distress." 

All three men were taken back to shore. The man 
who was unable to swim was treated in the station 
boathouse and then taken to hospital. 

The lifeboat then retrieved the semi-submerged 
boat, which had drifted half a mile east, and towed it 
to the harbour. 

The BBC reported that the men had been unpre¬ 
pared, with no lifejackets, flares or a radio. 

Mr Street added: "Everyone was very lucky that the 
weather was so good and the sea flat, otherwise it 
could have been a very different story." 

The other crew members involved in the rescue were 
Martin Croad and John Bird.

FENSA 
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Town councillors voice concerns 
with district planning services 


TOWN councillors had the chance to voice their issues 
with West Dorset District Council’s planning services 
when filling out a survey last week. 

Councillors filled out the survey as a group at last 
week’s Strategy and Policy Committee meeting. Their 
main concerns included the “inconsistency” of the district 
council’s planning decisions and the difficulty of building 
affordable housing in Lyme Regis. 

When asked: “Do you feel that planning decisions are 
consistent?” Councillor David Cozens said he thought the 
district council didn’t “always follow their own policy.” 

Councillor Stan Williams said he felt there was incon¬ 
sistency over which planning applications were dealt with 
by planning officers and which go to a full committee. 
He used the Bay Hotel Annexe on Marine Parade as an 
example and said this was in a “prime location” but only 
dealt with by an officer. 

However, councillors believed they did not have a good 
enough example to answer no. 

Councillors decided that they were not in agreement 
with the district council’s current planning policy. They 
argued that their inability to move the development 
boundary and the fact that Lyme Regis was classed as a

large town, not a small, made it difficult to provide 
enough affordable housing. 

Councillor Daryl Turner, who is also a district council¬ 
lor, said this did not come under planning policy but 
under the local development policy. 

He added: “If a planning application for affordable 
housing outside the development boundary came to you, 
you could recommend approval.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell replied: “But we would be 
shot down by the district council because of their policy.” 

Councillor Stan Williams also said he was not satisfied 
that the district council took the town council’s recom¬ 
mendations into account enough. He used the recent con¬ 
troversial development for five houses on land adjacent 
to Somers Road as an example. 

Bad access 

He said: “The Somers Road development had really 
bad access and strong feelings against it in Lyme. That 
really was a bad one. 

“We asked for a site inspection there but we never got 
one. If the district council can’t even do that, they can’t 
take notice of this council.” 

Other councillors disagreed and said that the district 
council usually agreed with their recommendations. 

Other issues raised included the distance for councillors 
to travel for district council planning meetings and plan¬ 
ning-related training sessions, usually held in Dorchester. 

When asked if councillors ever attend district council 
planning meetings, Councillor Stan Williams, referring 
to his brother Councillor Pete Williams, said: “When Pete 
was chairman of planning and when I was chairman we 
both went to those meetings regularly. A chairman should 
not take on the job if they are not prepared to do the job. 
It is the chairman’s job to go to those meetings.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Michaela Ellis, said: “Some¬ 
times councillors have other jobs to do and it does not al¬ 
ways have to be the chairman that goes.” 


History on display 
at the Guildhall 

THE history of Lyme Regis went on display over the 
weekend, when the Guildhall opened its doors for 
free as part of the national Heritage Open Days. 

Over 270 visitors explored the Guilhall and its 
civic decoration, some from as far afield asThailand 
and Australia. Particular interest was taken in the 
tapestry seat cushions, which depict Lyme's sefront 
and various civic badges. 

Members from the Lyme Regis Society stewarded 
the open days and Lyme Regis Museum put to¬ 
gether a display called "Lyme RegisThen and Now" 
focussing on the history of different parts of the 
town. 

The Guildhall was one of over 3,000 buildings to 
open its doors as part of the English Heritage 
event. 

The first reference to a building on the site of the 
current Guildhall is in a deed of 1511, when it is re¬ 
ferred to as the Town Hall. It is presumed that this 
was destroyed during the Siege of Lyme in 1644. 

The basis of the current Guildhall is thought to 
have been built during the Commonwealth period 
that followed the Civil War. It was used as a court 
with a prison, known as a cockmoile, underneath, 
as well as a council chamber, record offices and 
grand jury room. There was also a butcher's market 
at street level, which was later converted to acco¬ 
modate the town's fire engines. 

By the late 19th century the building was in a 
state of poor repair, and architect George Vialls, 
who was working on Peek Hall next to the Alexan¬ 
dra Hotel, discovered the structre was in a danger¬ 
ous condition. 

The Reverend Peek offered to pay for the restora¬ 
tion of the interior if the council paid for the exte¬ 
rior, and it was decided to go ahead with the 
project to celebrate Queen Victoria's Jubilee.

Mr Vialls designed a 19th century version of what 
he thought the 17th century people would have 
liked. The work was completed in 1888 and a grand 
opening wa sheld on January 21 st, 1889. 

Formal celebrations began with a parade led by the 
Lyme Regis Artillery Volunteers, followed by the 
clergy and choir led by the Reverend Charles Myers. 
They were followed by the Mayor, Zachery Edwards, 
the Aldermen and councillors, then the magistrates 
clerk Mr R. W. Williams and the town clerk MR M. C. 
Preston, the Cobb Warden Mr F. Wills and Sergeant 
Sprackling of the police. 

At the Guildhall steps Mr Vialls and builder Mr H. T. 
Cooper handed the keys over to the Mayor, and the 
procession party joined invited guests inside for a cel¬ 
ebratory banquet. 

The Guildhall is still used as a council chamber today 
and is a popular venue for wedding and civil partner¬ 
ships.

Lyme Matters

I T was never going 
to be an easy de¬ 
bate - and so it 
proved when Daryl 
Turner attempted to 
downgrade the role of 
mayor to a ceremo¬ 
nial one only. 

I am happy to report 
that he found no sup¬ 
port whatsoever for 
his suggestion that 
the role of mayor and 
chairman of the coun¬ 
cil should be sepa¬ 
rated, so ending a 
tradition going back 


hundreds of years. 

Councillor Turner’s ar¬ 
gument was based on 
the premise that in this 
day and age it is not pos¬ 
sible to do both jobs 


properly, especially as 
the town council could 
find itself taking on 
more responsibility 
with the present coali¬ 
tion government’s inten¬ 


tion to hand more re¬ 
sponsibility back to 
local councils. Daryl 
made it quite clear when 
he made a somewhat 
controversial return to 


the town council earlier 
this year, having previ¬ 
ously stood down to con¬ 
centrate on his district 
council work, saying it 
was impossible to do 
both jobs properly, that 
change was high on his 
agenda. 

He made it clear he 
thought the mayor 
should be elected by the 
townsfolk and not seven 
councillors, although 
legislation prevents this 
from happening. 

At last week’s Strategy 


and Policy Committee 
he put forward this ar¬ 
gument again, as well as 
advocating that the 
council should elect a 
chairman and allow the 
mayor to do the “kissing 
babies” and “opening 
fete” duties. 

Although Daryl chose 
his words quite carefully 
throughout the debate, 
his “kissing babies” 
comment will be viewed 
as an insult to all those 
who have served as the 
town’s First Citizen. 

It was unfortunate that 
he made his views sat 
next to Barbara Austin 
who served six times as 
mayor, particularly as 
he cast doubt over how 
well past mayors had 
carried out their duties. 

The exchange between 
Daryl and Barbara is 
published elsewhere in 
this paper - but no one 
thought his comments 
were necessary or did 
much for his argument. 

When I was mayor 
Daryl was a youngster 
but I am sure I would 
have fallen into his cate¬ 
gory of past-mayors who 
did not do a very good 
job. I can’t remember 
kissing too many babies 


but if he thinks that’s 
all the mayor has to do 
I suggest he has a go at 
the job himself. 

I wasn’t too keen on 
some of the ceremonial 
stuff and I hated wear¬ 
ing the mayor’s silly 
hat. But I was only 34 
at the time - and I’ve 
never look good in 
hats. 

But I did enjoy chair¬ 
ing the council and I 
thought I did a fair job. 
And if recent mayors 
think Stan Williams 
takes some controlling 
now, you should have 
seen him in his 
younger days. 

Daryl comes from a 
different generation 
than most of his col¬ 
leagues on the council 
and genuinely wants to 
see more accountabil¬ 
ity. That’s a view I 
share but I see no point 
in making change for 
the sake of change. 

Some mayors are bet¬ 
ter at chairing meet¬ 
ings than others. But 
all of them are advised 
and guided by the town 
clerk and generally 
speaking cope very 
well. If the council ap¬ 
points a chairman as 


well as a mayor, it will 
be inevitable that the 
mayor will be side¬ 
lined when it comes to 
making the big deci¬ 
sions. 

And if the role be¬ 
comes a ceremonious 
one only, the position 
might well peter out 
eventually as I am not 
sure too many council¬ 
lors would want the job 
on those terms. 

That means you 
could end up with the 
same mayor year after 
year, as happens else¬ 
where in West Dorset. 

Of course, this might 
not be the end of the 
matter as it is ru¬ 
moured that several 
senior councillors will 
be standing down at 
next year’s election.

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From technical drawing at 
the MoD to stained glass 


IN a series of interviews leading to ArtsFest 2010 
later this month, ANTHEA SIMMONS meets 
renowned stained glass specialist ANN PENGELLY, 
who shares her wide knowledge and expertise in 
classes and workshops run from her studio in 
Seaton. 

Visitors to ArtsFest can try their hand at cutting 
glass and making a small piece of stained glass to 
take home at her workshop on Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 28th at the Town Mill, Lyme Regis. 



What's the history of your involvement in the arts? 

"I was always good at art at school. I trained as an ani¬ 
mator and graphic designer at Ware College. We had a 
really good teacher who was into proper stop-motion 
animation and I really enjoyed it myself, but at the end 
of the day, there was only one job out there when I 
qualified and it went to a tall, handsome, blonde 
bloke! 

"I joined the Ministry of Defence (MoD) as a junior 
technical illustrator - I was sent to Barking College to 
train and I stayed with the MoD for six years before 
moving to London and going freelance. Technical il¬ 
lustration - manuals, brochures, journals, etc. - really 
is a man's world but once you break in, it's great. I got 
a huge amount of work, all done on drawing boards. 
No computer-aided design kit then! 


port, who supported me when I first started my 
stained glass studio, and my friends Patrick Reyntiens 
and Anne Bruce. Patrick is still working aged 85. You 
can see his work in Coventry Cathedral, Christ Church 
College, Oxford and Ampleforth Abbey, amongst 
other places. 

"And of course, I love Marc Chagall. Wonderful work. 

"My own work is also heavily influenced by the land¬ 
scape. The fragmentation inherent in the pattern of 
the fields and the glorious range of colour all lends it¬ 
self to stained glass." 



Your work is commissioned, on the whole. What 
has been your most challenging project? 

"The great thing about commissions is that I never 
have to do the same thing twice. Maybe just as well 
with a really difficult com-

"Along the way I met a few people involved in glass, 
including Mark Collins who was brilliant but could not 
do figures, so I brought my cartoon skills to bear and 
drew the human form for him. He showed me the 
stained glass process and I got hooked. I loved the 
colours, the handling of the glass. I am a very hands- 
on, practical person so the whole business of actually 
making something functional and beautiful really ap¬ 
pealed to me. 

"I joined the Finsbury Door and Window Company 
and learned the trade while still keeping my freelance 
technical illustration work going. Then I went to 
Leaded Light on the Holloway Road and met Mark 
Gerstein, who became my mentor. 

"We moved down here 16 years ago. At first we were 
tempted by Cornwall, but it poured every single day 
we were there. On the way back, we visited Lyme 
Regis and the sun shone! We dangled the pendulum 
and it settled over Axmouth, and that has been home 
ever since. 

"I've been teaching stained glass adult education 
classes since 1994 and thanks to David Tinkler at St 
Clare's AEC, I completed my CertEd at Plymouth Uni¬ 
versity. 

"My studio used to be a picture framers and every 
time I visited, I wanted it for my own! One day, my 
hairdresser (just across the road) said the framer had 
gone so I didn't hang about - within a week I was rent¬ 
ing it. It is a fabulous space in which to work and 
teach. Perfect." 


mission, like the Frank 
Lloyd Wright piece I did for 
a house in Beer. A lot of 
the restoration work is 
very difficult. You have to 
go through so many test 
firings to try to match up 
colours to the original. A 
lot of my restoration work 
is the result of a ball 
through a church window, 
just one pane, but it has to 
match. 

"I am currently working 
on a seven window set 
with Sidmouth Design 
Company but I also do 
quite a few community

If you had an unlimited budget, what would you 
most like to see hanging on your wall and which 
gallery would you be happily confined for a week? 

"Something by Burne-Jones, a painting or a piece of 
glass. I would quite happily spend some time con¬ 
fined in the Stained Glass Museum in Ely. They have 
the most astonishing range of work right across the 
ages and styles." 


How did you come to be involved in ArtsFest? 

"Through Christine Allison. She has a real knack for en¬ 
couraging new artists and for inclusivity. She invited 
me to participate three years ago. I show my work in 
the Town Mill and the Baptist Church Hall, and it really 
is a very good showcase. Last year, for example, I got a 
commission from some people on holiday from 
Lewisham, so ArtsFest really does bring people in." 


As a founder of ArtsFest and a participant in its 
evolution, where would you like to see it go in the 
future? 

"I think ArtsFest is already achieving a lot. It is bring¬ 
ing in new artists all the time and bringing the local 
community together. It is marvellous that all the 
shops and restaurants show work and the standard of 
work is really very high. Visitors comment on that." 


What are your main sources of inspiration? 

"Without a doubt, the pre-Raphaelites. Burne-Jones -1 
just love the way the composition builds up and the 
beautiful figures. He probably didn't actually paint all 
the glass himself, but he did all the cartoons and they 
are beautiful in themselves. 

"I also admire the work of Malcolm Webster, in Brid- 


What do you think will be the highlight of this 
year's ArtsFest? 

"I love visiting the open studios. The opportunity to 
mix with other artists and gain inspiration and stimu¬ 
lation from the artistic community is one of the huge 
pluses of being a member of ArtsFest. 

"I am looking forward to Gail Sagman's event, 'From 
the Absurd to the Ridiculous' up at the Jam Factory 
(September 25th and 26th). Actually, I am the roam¬ 
ing programme!"

MORE VISITOR BEDS 
PRESERVING LYME'S HERITAGE 
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Council to consider buying 
empty site on Marine Parade

LYME Regis Town 
Council has made a for¬ 
mal request for the sale 
particulars of 14 and 15 
Marine Parade, which is 
to be auctioned this au¬ 
tumn. 

The site of 14 and 15 
Marine Parade has stood 
empty and fenced-off for 
several years after the 
shop and above flat were 
demolished due to unsta¬ 
ble land behind it. The 
land has since been sta¬ 


bilised as part of the 
coastal protection works. 

The site, owned by West 
Dorset District Council, is 
set to be auctioned by 
Symonds & Sampson in 
autumn, although a date 
has not been confirmed. 
Town councillors have 
applied for the sale infor¬ 
mation to help them de¬ 
cide whether they are 


interested in buying the 
site or not. 

At last week’s Strategy 
and Policy Committee 
meeting, Councillor Stan 
Williams said: “I believe 
it’s going to be very ex¬ 
pensive. Yes, we would 
love to buy it but will we 
be able to?” 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Michaela Ellis, said she 


thought the council 
should decide if they were 
interested in buying be¬ 
fore going any further. 

Committee chairman, 
Councillor Owen Lovell, 
said that they could not 
make a decision until they 
had seen the information. 

Councillor David Coz¬ 
ens added: “We cannot be 
seen to be not looking 
into something that could 
benefit the ratepayers of 
Lyme Regis.” 


Beach hut charges to increase in 2011 


LYME Regis Town councillors considered the 2011 
charges for their Marine Parade beach huts at last 
week's Strategy and Policy Committee meeting. 

After looking at the beach hut occupancy rates for 
the 2009/2010 year, councillors reconsidered their 
charges for next year. 

Some councillors believed the daily charge of £4 and 
weekly charge of £25 during September was too low 
and too steeper drop from the July and August price 
of £13 a day and £70 a week. 

Councillor Sally Holman suggested increasing the 
price from £25 a week and Councillor Daryl Turner 
suggested upping the figure to £35. 

Councillor Stan Williams agreed. He said: "A lot of 
things do just as well in September as they do in Au¬ 
gust." 

The Mayor, Councillor Michaela Ellis, said she be¬ 
lieved the prices should stay as they were and it was 
agreed to leave the September price. 


Councillor Williams said the June price of £4 a day 
and £15 a week was "ridiculously low, as they were 
practically all booked." 

Occupancy rates in June ranged from 59 to 84 per 
cent. 

Councillors agreed to increase the price to £4 a day 
and £25 a week during June. 

Councillors also changed some of their seasonal 
booking prices.They upped the amount of huts avail¬ 
able to book for the winter season (November 7th to 
March 26th) from 10 to 25, now costing £80 each in¬ 
stead of £70. 

They also decided that a maximum of five huts 
would be available for annual hire for £775 each rather 
than £750. 

The rest of the charges remained the same. For full

Scaffolding to repair fire damaged 
house is too high, say neighbours 


TOWN COUNCIL PLANNING DECISION 
by Francesca Evans 


RESIDENTS from Cobb 
Road in Lyme Regis have 
objected to the high scaf¬ 
folding erected to repair 
their neighbours’ house 
after a fire. 

Harbour Heights House 
in Cobb Road caught fire 
in July causing severe 
damage to the roof. 

Whilst repairs are taking 
place, owners Richard and 
Barbara Mayers have ap¬ 
plied to extend their home 
and neighbours are con¬ 
cerned that the scaffolding 
has been erected high 
enough to accommodate 
the extension, which they 
object to. 

Mr and Mrs Mayers have 
applied for a second floor 
extension to create two 
new bedrooms and en suite 
facilities. 

Objections have been re¬ 
ceived from residents of 
two flats in the adjoining 
Harbour Heights Apart¬ 
ments. Their concerns in¬ 
clude the extension being 
too high, additional weight 
being put on their shared 
wall, and the blocking of 
sea views and light. 


In a letter to West Dorset 
District Council, both res¬ 
idents also wrote: “Scaf¬ 
folding and cladding have 
already been erected to a 
very high level, presum¬ 
ably to accommodate the 
building of the proposed 
higher roof level. 

“Is it possible for the dis¬ 
trict council to ensure that 
this matter is dealt with as 
a matter of urgency, so that 
the roof can be repaired to 
enable the removal of the 
scaffolding and cladding, 
which is a major eyesore 
currently blighting one of 
the most beautiful views 
on the South West coast?” 

The plans have also re¬ 
ceived a letter of support 
from neighbour and local 
fisherman Harry May, who 
asked the district council 
not to take the objections 
“too seriously” as they 
were from non-permanent 


residents. 

Despite the objections, 
town councillors believed 
the extension would be no 
higher than the neighbour¬ 
ing roof and reported no 
objections to the district 
council, who will make a 
final decision. 

■ THE COBB 

TOWN councillors were 
unable to make a decision 
on a planning application 
affecting the Cobb in 
Lyme Regis, as they had 
“insufficient information”. 

The application from 
West Dorset District 
Council includes fixing a 
new 4.2 metre timber pile 
and two vertical steel “H” 
sections, used for strength¬ 
ening structures, to the 
steps on Victoria Pier, fac¬ 
ing Victoria Pool. 

English Heritage had 
previously written to the 


district council to ask for 
more information on why 
the development was nec¬ 
essary on a Grade I listed 
structure. 

Town councillors also 
said they did not know 
what the purpose of the ap¬ 
plication was. 

They agreed that they 
could not make a recom¬ 
mendation on the applica¬ 
tion, as they had 
insufficient information. 
However, the district 
council have the final de¬ 
cision on planning applica¬ 
tions. 

■ KING’S WAY 
RESIDENTS of King’s 
Way in Lyme Regis have 
complained of their neigh¬ 
bours ’ new garden deck¬ 
ing, which they claim is 
too high and affects their 
privacy. 

Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 


cil considered an applica¬ 
tion for the decking at 53 
King’s Way at last week’s 
Planning Committee meet¬ 
ing, but Councillor Ken 
Hitchcock, who lives in 
King’s Way, reported that 
the decking had already 
been built, making the ap¬ 
plication retrospective. 

The raised decking, ac¬ 
cessed by three or four 
timber steps, has been 
built at the rear of the up¬ 
hill garden, which backs 
onto the cemetery, with a 
fence around it. However, 
neighbours have still com¬ 
plained that their privacy 
has been lost. 

Councillor Stan 

Williams said: “Had they 
not made it three or four 
steps high and sunken it 
down instead, it would be 
quite reasonable.” 

Councillor Hitchcock 
also expressed concerns 


that the decking would 
create a precedent for the 
rest of the road. 

“If we allow them to do 
it, everyone will want to 
do it,” he said. 

Councillors decided to 
recommend refusal to 
West Dorset District 
Council. If the district 
council also refuse the 
plans, the residents of 53 
King’s Way will be re¬ 
quired to remove their 
decking. 

■ LYME REGIS GOLF 
CLUB 

LYME Regis Golf Club 
hopes to build a permanent 
buggie and golf trolley 
store to cater for their 
growing older member¬ 
ship. 

The storage building will 
be built at the back of the 
existing Timber Hill club¬ 
house, in a secondary car 
park area. It will be 20 me¬ 
tres long, 6.5 metres wide 
and about four metres high 
with a timber exterior. 

The development would 
replace the current sheds 


that store the buggies, 
which the planning appli¬ 
cation states have become 
“insecure and obselete”. 

Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil’s only concern was the 
soakaway included in the 
plans, but passed on no ob¬ 
jections subject to the 
soakaway being addressed 
to West Dorset District 
Council, who will now 
make a final decision. 

■ OTHER DECISIONS 

LYME Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil’s Planning Committee 
found no objections to the 
following planning appli¬ 
cations, which will now be 
passed to West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council for a final de¬ 
cision: 

Build single story rear 
extension at 2 Haye Close; 

Make internal alterations 
at Flat 1, 5 Pound Street, 
which is a listed building 
(this application has al¬ 
ready been approved by 
the district council); 

Install secondary glazing 
at Monmouth House, 
Monmouth Street, which 


is a listed building being 
re-developed by Lyme 
Regis Development Trust 
for affordable accommo¬ 
dation; 

Build loft/roof extension 
at 8 Talbot Road. A similar 
application was previously 
refused but councillors 
said the new application 
was a “huge improve¬ 
ment”; 

Build single storey rear 
extension at 21 Portland 
Court; 

Build extension at La 
Jolla, Avenue Road; 

Build extension to utility 
room and office/study, and 
create carport at Coppers 
Cottgae, Rhode Barton, off 
Charmouth Road. 

The town council were 
also asked to consider an 
application to retain a sin¬ 
gle storey rear extension at 
6 Bowling Green, but as 
this is council-owned land 
the Planning Committee 
felt they could not com¬ 
ment on the item and re¬ 
ferred it to the Operational 
Management Sub-commit- 
tee.

Jane is Bridport's Town Crier and is 
doing a lot for the Hat Festival 
including workshops with older 
people and a learning disabled 
group using hats and songs. 
HAVE used hats as a therapeutic 
tool in many different settings; in 
psychiatric day hospitals, wth 
people with learning difficulties and 
with older people who have demen¬ 
tia. 

On the whole hats immediately 
lighten the mood in a group; people 
often look silly or amusing in the 
hats that I use which creates a cheer¬ 
ful and fun-filled atmosphere. Hats 
work in completely different ways to 
masks which can be very intense 
and sometimes cary. 

Hats can trigger memories and sto¬ 
ries, possibly of a different culture or 
a different era, or a story of a certain 
situation a person was once in when 
they encountered or wore a particu¬ 


lar hat. Sometimes I encourage peo¬ 
ple to make up stories of who they 
might be in a particular hat, or who 
they might meet wearing the hat. 
This can produce wonderful imagi¬ 
native tales. People have been quite 
moved by the stories that hats trig¬ 
ger, particularly if they bring up is¬ 
sues to do with relationships or 
times gone by. 

More recently I have combined the 
use of hats with song. I now have 
quite a selection of songs which fea¬ 
ture hats, some familiar and some I 
have created. I also encourage the 
group to make up their own hat 
rhymes, songs and tongue twisters. 
We have used instruments, clapping 
and rhythm to accompany these 
compositions. 

Hats have so much potential, I am 
hoping to have a hat dance or two 
ready for the weekend of the Hat 
Festival.

Superb food and a top night out with 
friends at Dorchester's Rajpoot 

ReView by Fred Thomson 


R egarding ourselves as a group of friends who like to experiment with 
many types of Indian Cuisine on a regular basis, I took it upon myself 
to organise a trip last Tuesday evening from Lyme Regis to Dorch¬ 
ester to experience the Rajpoot Indian Restaurant, and wow was it worth 
it! 

Ten of us made the journey and were treated to one of the most amazing 
dining experiences we could have hoped for. On arrival the fresh new look 
of the modern restaurant was what caught the eye, the waiting/bar area 
was mood lit with deep purple decor, water features, mirrored ceiling and 
comfy arm chairs where we sipped on cool, crisp Indian lagers before wait¬ 
ing for our party to congregate. 

We were then shown through the deceptively long restaurant to our 
table that was laid to perfection, particularly taking note of the intricate 
details like the unique cutlery and crockery. The Menus were nicely pre¬ 
sented with an extensive list of contemporary specials accompanied with 
some more traditional favourite dishes. 

We happily munched on poppadums and chutneys, and bantered by

pickle, but when the starters arrived and we all tucked in, a satisfying silence fell on 
our table. Truly some of the most mouth watering and succulent starters we had 
experienced. 

As the evening unfolded we enjoyed every minute and the mains were also cooked 
to perfection. We mainly chose from the specials list, as these were all meals you 
wouldn't see on more conventional menus. I chose a marinated fillet steak on a bed 
of tandoori style mash and a side of spiced ocra, which was superb as it was an Indian 
twist on an English classic. Other meals chosen included Curried (whole) lobster 
and Chicken Shaslick with Saffron Rice. 

The night was wrapped up with coffee and chocolates as everyone was too full for 
desert and the manager at the door bid us all a pleasant farewell as we left. All in all 
it was an evening to remember and I will no doubt be heading back to the Rajpoot 
very soon.

They were playing some good rugby, but 
only in patches at this stage and both sides were conceding 
too many penalties for their own peace of mind. 

Wimborne then mounted a useful attack through their back 
division during the final few minutes of the half that Weymouth 
checked scant metres from their own line and at the cost of a 
penalty. They failed to defend at the quick tap and Wimborne 
wriggled over in the corner for the try that remained uncon¬ 
verted. The home side, who had not utilised the breeze as they 
should have done, came back.

DORCHESTER Town slipped to their sixth defeat on the sea¬ 
son to remain firmly rooted to the bottom of the Blue 
Square Bet South league when Craig Stone rifled home the 
winner of this entertaining match with just eight minutes 
left.
